My dear Col. Snowden: 


I return herewith your bill for traveling expenses from Philadelphia to Washington and 
New Orleans informally for correction. 


I desire to say that I have endeavored to get the bill allowed and passed as rendered by 
you, as Iam well aware that you would not claim anything that you were not justly entitled to, - 
but without success. 


You will observe that the circular relating to traveling expenses expressly states that car 
fare for one double berth, or customary stateroom, &c., only will be allowed. In the bill you have 
charged by reason of illness for a full section, $40. The accounting officers will require you to 
state the number of days and the number of meals eaten while at and en route to New Orleans 
and return, to enable them to ascertain that the amount charged does not exceed $5. Per day as 
provided for by the Regulations. 


I would also call your attention to the item entered under the date of March 8th of board 


$7. 


I went to the Secretary of the Treasury personally with this account in hopes that he 
would approve it, but he declined to do so; and thinking that you would prefer to make the 
necessary alterations in order to make the amount conform to the Regulations relating to 
traveling expenses, rather than have the items disallowed by the accounting officers, I have 
though it best to return it to you, as I see no way in which I can secure the allowance of the 
amounts charged in its present shape.
